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Editorial Notes 


HE impetus given the whole question of children’s books 
and reading by the promotion of Children’s Book Week 
has been productive of many and varied results during the past 
ten years. Not only has a greater activity in the purchase of 
books for homes, libraries, and schools resulted and a greater 


discrimination in their selection been cultivated, but correlated 
aspects of the question have come in for much discussion. This 
was not always definitely the result of Children’s Book Week, 
but because thoughts and opinions long entertained by parents, 
educators, and librarians have found a ready and wider audience. 
Articles have appeared about children’s books, past and present, 
written from many angles and reflecting many points of view. 
Interesting research problems concerning children’s preferences 
and reading habits have been fostered. The question of what 
children read and why is a live one and in consequence is 
met not only at such looked-for places as teachers’ and library 
meetings, but at Rotary luncheons and children’s health con- 
ferences. Asa result librarians are called upon to have exhibits 
of children’s books and talks about them, and also to furnish 
information about these allied subjects and projects. Besides 
calling attention to the attractive and useful lists issued by many 
public libraries and by the American library association for 
distribution at this time, parents and teachers should be 
directed to “The three owls,” the children’s page conducted by 





Anne Carroll Moore, in Books, the literary supplement of the 
New York Herald Tribune. Here is found lively and appre- 
ciative discussion of children’s books. Many would enjoy The 
Horn Book published by the Bookshop for boys and girls in 
Boston, at 270 Boylston Street, at $1 a year. Interesting lists 
of children’s books and books on child study are being compiled 
by the child study association of America, 54 West 74th Street, 
New York City. The National association of booksellers, 25 
West 33d Street, New York City, of which Marian Humble is 
the executive secretary, has prepared striking posters for use 
at this time and circulars with plans and suggestions for the 
observance of Children’s Book Week. They announce a Christ- 
mas poster for later distribution. These are but a few of the 
interesting leads the children’s librarian may follow in gathering 
material wherewith to answer this vital question of what shall 
children read. 


- June, 1927, there was published by the public library of 

Toronto a notable list entitled Books for boys and girls, 
edited by Miss Lillian Smith, head of children’s work in that 
library. This selection of 2,000 books is the result of years of 
experience in searching for those which stand the test of time. 
It is especially valuable because of the emphasis placed upon 
English writers and interesting because of the fresh and orig- 
inal annotations used throughout. Price, $2. 


- is not always possible in a children’s story to give the rich 
flavor of locality that stamps the book forever as one of some 
certain country. There are a few such books, however, and so 
to many children Switzerland will always be visualized as 
Heidi’s home, and Cornwall as the magical country whose shore 
and sea and tides were beloved by Billy Barnicoat. And now 
Albania will take on a reality for all the readers of Children 
of the mountain eagle, by E. C. Miller, noted in this issue oi 
the Booklist. It immediately awoke memories of an adult book 
by Rose Wilder Lane called Peaks of Shala. Of that the Book- 
list in July, 1923, said, “A spirited, interesting record of a 
woman's journey into the mountain regions of Albania; not 





only over rough and marvelous trails, into a strange country, but 
across the centuries to homes and villages untouched by years, 
among people whose laws, customs, beliefs, songs and greetings 
are unchanged from ancient days.” The same spirit which made 
it noteworthy permeates Children of the mountain eagle. The 


remoteness of these children is revealed, and their untouched 
lives: 


Now at last Marash understood. Reading and writing. . . It was know- 
ing what somebody hours and days away had thought. Perhaps you might 
never see that somebody but you could tell what he thought or what he 
wanted from the paper, just from the marks on the paper. . . 

So many things the books would tell him, about everything, about all the 
world. He wondered, sleepily, about the world. There were other valleys 
he knew, besides the one in which he lived. And there must be people 
in them, children like him, boys who kept goats. He had gone once over 
the northern mountain pass, “neck” he called it, and had seen other villages 
from the high land. That was the way the world was—necks to cross and 
valleys beyond, and always more necks and valleys until you came to the 
edge. Marash puzzled. 

When he could read he would find out these things—things his father 
could not tell him. He would find out about the valleys of all the world, 
he, Marash, Son-of-Palok. 


Later, at the fireside, their kinship to children everywhere is 
established. 


“Tell us, Grandmother,” teased Bor. . . “Tell us the story.” 

Bor’s grandmother was sitting on a little three-legged stool by the tire, 
knitting, knitting on a thick new sweater for Bor. Marash squatted by the 
hearth near her plaving a sort of cat’s cradle with a bit of worsted; «and 
Bor, her chin resting on one knee drawn up against her, sat on the other 
side of her grandmother looking into the fire. . . 

“Yes, Grandmother, this is the day for Qeha,” and Bor peered again into 
her grandmother’s face. 

The old woman looked into the red coals, her long steel needles click- 
clicking in the wool as she worked. She smiled as if to herself. 

“Tl tell you about her, then,” she said, “just as I heard my own grand- 
mother tell the story to me long ago one rainy day in autumn when I was 
only as tall as Bor is now. Listen, this is the story of Qeha”. . . 


The story was ended. Bor’s grandmother looked at Bor and then at 
Marash, 





“My story is done, 
Now go take it to town,” 


she said, wrinkling her face in a smile. 

Bor leaned her head against her grandmother’s arm, rubbing her cheek 
back and forth a minute. “Thank you, Grandmother, with all my heart,” 
she said. 

“Glory to your mouth,” said Marash, “it was a good story and I’m glad 
the King got his wife back safe and sound.”
